Congressman Harry L. Haines, re­ 
plying to alleged “misquotations” on 
his action in regard to the utility 
holding company bill, issued a de­ 
tailed explanation of his vote on 
the measure. 
“I shall support the committee in 
the house, who held many many 
weeks of hearings on the proposed 
legislation, and whose bill is now 
being 
considered. 
I believe the 
house bill to be a better one than 
passed by the senate because it pro­ 
vides a solution for the holding 
company problem that is sane, rea­ 
sonable and altogether in harmony 
with the democratic 
platform of 
1932 and in the public interest. 
It 
does 
not 
destroy any legitimate 
holding company and it does not 
permit any illegitimate one to live. 
It does not destroy the Investments 
of innocent investors but on the 
other hand it purges the entire 
holding company structure of the 
evils that beset it. Our (house) bill 
will bring every public utility hold­ 
ing company in the United States to 
the bar of judgment, and that is 
where they should be brought. The 
judge is the federal securities and 
exchange commission, appointed by 
the President of the United States 
(Mr. Roosevelt), who chose for his 
personnel competent men in whom 
the entire country has confidence. 
“Before this judgment seat every 
public utility holding company must 
reveal every detail of its operations, 
and if it cannot show its right to 
live it will be given its death sen 
tence. 
If it shows that it has a 
right to live; if it shows that it can 
function in the public interest, it 
will be permitted to live and to op 
orate under rules that will make It 
a real servant to the people. That, 
as I understand It, Is the real es­ 
sence of the house bill. What could 
be fairer than this, what could be 
more in harmony with the public 
welfare? Lobbyists do not bother me. 
I presume they regard me as too 
tough or stubborn to fool with. 
have been contacted by only one 
lobby, and that lobby is near to my 
own heart. 
To Support Administration 
I “In connections to pressure being 
brought on me. let me assure you 
that at no time did anyone in this 
administration speak to me in ref­ 
erence to my vote on the legislation, 
neither did my friend. Senator Guf­ 
fey, ever speak to me at any time 
concerning it, nor were any threats 
of any kind ever made to me by 
any one in this administration as 
to my position on this measure
